Town  of  Patten 
HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


The  history  of  Patten  goes  back  to  the  earliest  days  of  Maine's 
statehood.  Shortly  after  its  admittance  to  the  Union  in  1820,  a  Mr. 
Patten  of  Bangor  bought  Township  No.  4,  Range  6,  W.  E.  L.  S.  from 
the  State. 

In  1828  or  '29  he  hired  Ira  Fish  and  Eli  Kellogg  to  survey  his 
purchase  and  report  on  it.  The  two  men  made  the  entire  trip  by  water, 
and  in  the  Spring  of  1829,  built  a  small  log  cabin  near  the  foot  of  what 
is  now  known  as  Mill  Hill.  History  reports  that  the  first  trees  were 
felled  by  David  Lowe  and  Jonathon  Clay,  men  hired  by  Mr.  Fish,  and 
that  all  four  returned  to  their  homes  for  that  winter.  It  can  be  guessed 
that  the  shrewd  Mr.  Patten  paid  them  their  wages  by  barter,  since 
both  Mr.  Fish  and  Mr.  Kellogg  became  owners  of  large  tracts  of  land 
here,  and  lived  here  for  many  years. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Levi  Blake,  with  their  children,  Levi  and  Sarah, 
were  the  first  family  to  settle  here  and  their  third  child,  Ezra  Blake, 
born  in  1836,  was  the  first  male  child  to  be  born  in  the  new  settlement. 
Other  early  arrivals  included  the  Jonathan  Palmer  family,  which  came 
in  January,  1834;  Andrew  Grant's  family,  in  February  and  the  Lewis 
and  Whitehouse  families  in  March  of  the  same  year.  Samuel  Leslie, 
who  came  in  1835,  built  the  first  saw  and  the  first  grist  mill,  both  much 
needed  additions. 

These  people  came  from  Mattawamkeag  over  a  spotted  trail  or 
"  grubbed  "  road,  but  in  1836  work  was  begun  on  a  turnpiked  high- 
way. This  was  completed  to  Patten,  and  later  to  Masardis,  connecting 
with  the  Aroostook  settlements.  A  number  of  soldiers  settled  here 
following  the  "  Aroostook  War  "  and  the  little  settlement  grew  until  it 
was  considered  advisable  to  organize  it.  Thus  the  first  town  meeting 
was  held  on  Thursday,  August  20,  1840,  at  the  tavern  of  I.  Morrill. 
Officers  elected  were:  moderator,  John  Carpenter;  clerk,  E.  C.  Fairfield; 
assessors,  Ichabod  Morrell,  Henry  Blake,  and  H.  N.  Darling.  Legal 
voters  numbered  82,  and  the  voting  list  includes  many  of  the  names 
familiar  to  us  today,  including  Grant,  Hall,  Mitchell,  Palmer,  Parker, 
bobbins,  Stimpson  and  Waters.  Still  others  like  Lewis  and  White- 
house  are  familiar  in  neighboring  towns. 
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Patten  Academy  was  one  of  the  first  schools  of  northern  Maine, 
sharing  with  Lee  Academy  and  Ricker  Classical  Institute,  the  distinc- 
tion of  being  incorporated  in  1847.  The  present  building  was  erected 
in  1898. 

No  history,  however  brief,  would  be  complete  without  mention 
of  the  lumber  industry.  The  first  local  products  for  sale  in  the  outside 
world  were  shingles  and  clapboards,  thus  as  the  demand  for  Maine 
lumber  grew;  Patten  turned  to  lumbering  and  became  important  as 
headquarters  for  lumbering  concerns.  Zenas  Littlefield  was  among  the 
first  of  the  independent  operators  and  had  the  first  concern  at  Trout 
Brook.  In  1923  there  were  23  lumbering  outfits  operating  in  the 
East  Branch  district  alone,  cutting  a  total  of  66,900,000  feet  of  lumber, 
all  of  which  was  driven  to  Bangor. 

This  industry  in  turn  gave  life  to  another  almost  as  important, 
namely,  "  toting  ".  All  supplies  for  these  outfits  had  to  be  hauled  dur- 
ing the  winter  months  over  woods  roads  beyond  Shin  Pond.  With  the 
later  decline  of  the  long  lumber  industry  this  phase  became  history,  and 
pulp  is  now  king  of  woods  industries.  Several  years  ago  the  Plywood 
Company  of  Boston  built  a  veneer  mill  here  which  gives  employment 
the  year  round  to  about  200  men. 

Patten  village  is  550  feet  above  sea  level.  Its  location,  near  many 
of  the  lakes  and  streams  of  northern  Maine,  have  made  it  ideal  for  a 
vacation  and  recreation  center.  Before  the  travel  restrictions  on  travel, 
tourists  and  summer  visitors  from  all  over  the  United  States  were  our 
guests,  and  a  still  larger  number  can  be  expected  when  these  restric- 
tions can  be  removed. 

In  the  era  before  automobile  travel,  Patten  led  all  stations  on  the 
Bangor  and  Aroostook  in  the  amount  of  game  shipped  during  the 
hunting  season,  and  it  is  still  regarded  as  a  sportsman's  paradise.  Its 
oudying  camps,  easily  reached  by  good  roads,  added  to  the  healthful 
elevation  and  unsurpassed  scenery  make  it  a  section  always  to  be  re- 
membered and  re-visited  whenever  possible. 

The  town's  population  in  1940  was  1,540,  but  over  10%  of  its 
population  is  now  with  the  armed  forces;  another  10%  is  employed  in 
defense  plants  in  other  cities  and  towns. 

Patten  farmers  shipped  approximately  750  carloads  of  potatoes  this 
year.  Each  carload  containing  1000  bushels.  School  pupils  are  to  be 
highly  commended  for  their  work  in  connection  with  the  potato  crop.

I  am  very  glad  to  state  that  this  year  the  Town  has  come  within 
its  legal  debt  limit.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  close  supervision 
of  receipts  and  disbursements;  collection  of  prior  years'  taxes  and 
accounts  receivable. 

The  debt  reduction  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1944  is  $19,183.63. 
The  increased  cash  balance  in  the  bank  is  $2,286.13.  This  is  analyzed 
as  follows:

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The  foregoing  satisfactory  progress  is  the  result  of  the  splendid 
cooperation  which  all  of  the  citizens  and  the  town  officials  have  given 
to  me. 

I  recommend  that  the  voters  appoint  a  committee  to  confer  with 
the  town  officials  regarding  the  establishment  of  a  fire-fighting  unit, 
etc. 

When  the  town  becomes  free  from  debt,  I  suggest  further  that  the 
people  consider  installation  of  a  water  system. 

The  tax  rate  can  be  reduced  substantially  this  coming  year.  How- 
ever, in  view  of  present  conditions,  in  my  opinion  it  would  be  more 
advisable  to  hold  the  tax  rate  for  the  next  two  years,  at  approximately 
its  present  level  and  set  up  a  sinking  fund  for  retirement  of  the  town's 
bonded  indebtedness.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

1943 
PATTEN 

Public  Health  nursing  is  principally  concerned  with  health  teach- 
ing, endeavoring  to  secure  and  maintain  better  health  for  all.  Since 
the  home  is  the  foundation  of  democracy  a  practical  health  program  has 
been  carried  out  with  special  emphasis  on  the  health  of  the  prospective 
mother,  the  infant  and  preschool  child. 

During  the  year  30  visits  were  made  to  prenatal  and  postpartum 
mothers  to  help  them  carry  out  the  physician's  instructions,  or  if  not 
yet  under  medical  supervision  to  urge  them  to  secure  medical  advice 
as  early  as  possible.  In  many  cases  the  mother  was  assisted  in  making 
plans  for  her  confinement. 

Ninety-eight  visits  were  made  to  young  infants  to  urge  the  mother 
to  keep  the  baby  under  medical  supervision,  to  have  him  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  and  immunized  against  diphtheria.  When  necessary 
the  nurse  assisted  the  mother  in  planning  a  daily  regime  for  the  baby. 
Special  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  prevention  of  communicable  diseases 
which  take  such  a  heavy  toll  in  childhood. 

To  assist  in  providing  adequate  opportunity  for  growth  and  de- 
velopment for  every  child  between  the  ages  of  1-6,  one  hundred  six 
visits  were  made  to  preschool  children. 

The  Ladies  Aid  of  the  Methodist  Church  sponsored  2  child  health 
conferences  in  the  Vestry  of  the  church,  at  which  30  children  were  ex- 
amined by  a  physician  with  the  district  field  nurse  in  attendance,  each 
mother  was  given  advice  and  recommendations  regarding  her  child. 
During  this  conference  10  children  were  inoculated  against  diphtheria 
and  3  vaccinated  against  smallpox.

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Arrangements  were  made  for  several  crippled  children  to  attend 
one  of  the  clinics  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Health.  Follow-up  visits 
were  made  to  the  homes  to  assist  the  family  with  the  care  of  the  patient. 

Twenty-four  adult  health  supervision  visits  were  made  to  assist 
in  obtaining  the  greatest  possible  comfort  for  the  patient. 

School  health  standards  can  be  maintained  and  new  demands  met 
only  to  the  extent  to  which  the  school  officials,  school  personnel  and 
the  public  health  nurse  work  together  in  introducing  new  health 
material  and  correlating  health  teaching  with  the  regular  curriculum. 
The  nurse  serves  the  school  in  an  advisory  capacity,  as  in  the  case  of 
communicable  disease  she  may  demonstrate  the  formal  inspection,  sug- 
gest sources  of  authentic  health  material,  etc.  In  the  effort  to  aid  in 
the  control  of  communicable  diseases  the  nurse  assists  in  arranging  for 
immunization  programs. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  teachers  and  help  given  in  solving 
special  problems.  An  immunization  program  was  carried  out  during 
which  341  inoculations  against  diphtheria  were  given. 

Clinics  were  held  at  the  schools  where  284  tuberculin  skin  tests 
were  given.    The  positive  reactors  have  all  had  chest  x-rays. 

Several  tonsil  and  adenoid  clinics  were  held  early  in  the  summer 
at  which  43  children  had  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed. 

Seventy-nine  visits  were  made  to  the  home  in  the  interest  of  school 
children  to  assist  in  obtaining  correction  of  defects  found  in  school. 

Throughout  the  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  interpret  the 
health  needs  of  the  community  and  to  further  the  rights  of  its  members, 
especially  the  children,  to  live  in  a  happy,  healthful  environment.

PATTEN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
Trustees'  Report 


With  pleasure  we  hereby  submit  the  sixteenth  annual  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  Patten  Memorial  Library  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
of  Patten.  We  will  quote  from  the  Librarian's  report  submitted  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Library. 

For  the  year,  10,418  volumes,  which  is  a  decrease  of  2,594  over  the 
previous  year,  is  nearly  20%  less  than  our  banner  year  of  1940-1941. 
The  answer  lies  in  the  fact  that  10%  of  our  1940  population  are  serv- 
ing with  the  armed  forces  all  over  the  world;  another  10%  are  working 
in  Defense  Plants.  Our  farmers  have  harvested  larger  crops  than  ever 
before,  and  the  work  has  been  done  by  our  own  people;  our  schools 
are  keeping  six  days  per  week  in  order  to  give  students  time  off  in 
planting  and  harvest  time;  our  women,  in  addition  to  their  other  extra 
work,  are  sewing,  knitting  and  making  surgical  dressing  for  the  Red 
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Cross.  Nearly  all  of  the  decrease  is  in  the  adult  department;  the 
juvenile  circulation  shows  a  very  small  decrease,  which  is  a  healthy 
sign.  There  are  7,514  volumes  on  the  shelves;  324  new  books  have 
been  added  during  the  year,  132  have  been  purchased  with  library 
funds,  twelve  by  the  state  stipend,  152  by  the  five-cent  table  and  28 
by  friends. 

Gifts  of  books  and  magazines  have  been  received  from  Ruth  Brown, 
Nancy  Ambrose,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Pinnette,  Dr.  G.  F.  Woodbury,  Shirley 
Cooper,  Madeline  Smith,  Ann  Marie  Cunningham,  Betty  Cunningham,

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Education 
Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  members  of  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Patten: 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  seven- 
teenth annual  report  of  the  condition,  progress  and  needs  of  your  school. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  extreme  shortage  of  school  teachers 
and  knowing  that  hundreds  of  schools  have  been  closed  this  year  on 
account  of  it  I  hope  you  can  appreciate  as  I  do  the  fact  that  we  have 
a  very  efficient  corps  of  teachers  at  the  present  time.  I  have  lost  over 
a  third  of  my  teachers  since  school  began  last  fall  and  several  of  those 
vacancies  are  yet  to  be  filled  with  certified  teachers. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  teacher  situation  in  Patten  can 
readily  grow  much  worse  in  a  very  short  period  of  time  as  we  are  now 
employing  about  all  the  resident  teachers  which  are  available,  and  for 
that  reason  substantial  increases  should  still  be  made  in  the  salaries. 
If  the  salaries  cannot  be  made  attractive  to  outside  teachers  we  certainly 
should  make  them  high  enough  to  induce  our  home  teachers  to  stay 
on  the  job  for  at  least  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Practically  nothing  has  been  denied  these  teachers  in  the  way  of 
textbooks  and  supplies  and  I  find  the  equipment  in  your  schools  to 
be  very  good.  In  my  opinion  your  schools  are  progressing  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  savings  could  be  made  in  the  fuel 
account  of  Patten  Academy  if  that  building  could  be  insulated.  Roundy's 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  a  job  is  $679.90  for  capping,  $413.10  for  the 
north  wall  and  $216.63  for  the  west  wall,  making  a  total  of  $1,354.63. 

The  decrease  in  the  amount  of  Equalization  Fund  which  is  due 
the  town  next  December  is  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  valuation 
of  the  town  has  recently  been  increased  $200,000.00.  This  results  in  a 
loss  of  about  $2,600,  to  the  town,  from  the  State  Equalization  Fund.

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Report  of  Principal 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Superintendent,  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee, and  Citizens  of  Patten: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report. 

Patten  Academy  opened  August  30,  1943  with  an  enrollment  of 
100  pupils.  Since  that  time  an  unusually  large  number  have  left  school 
—  some  to  join  the  armed  forces  and  others  to  work. 

The  war  has  brought  a  phenomenal  increase  in  the  number  of 
minors  who  are  employed.  But  though  wages  are  high,  and  though 
young  people  are  tempted  to  leave  school  to  work,  parents  must  remem- 
ber that  children  should  not  be  burdened  prematurely  with  work  too 
heavy  for  their  strength  nor  should  they  be  allowed  to  lay  aside  their 
books  to  take  full-time  jobs.  The  wise,  far-sighted  parent  will  know 
that  in  the  post-war  world,  the  doors  of  opportunity  and  advancement 
will  be  opened  again  only  with  the  keys  of  education  and  preparation, 
and  he  will  keep  his  boy  and  girl  in  school  regularly,  and  as  long  as 
possible. 

In  order  that  our  boys  when  called  into  the  service  may  be  better 
able  to  advance  themselves  and  to  serve  their  country,  we  have  en- 
deavored in  the  last  two  years  to  offer  as  many  Pre-Induction  courses 
as  possible.  So  Basic  Math.,  First  Aid,  Civilian  Defense,  Elementary 
Machines,  Army  Office  Training,  and  Aeronautics,  have  been  given  in 
addition  to  the  regular  courses  of  study.  Latin,  however,  has  been 
dropped  for  the  duration. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  urging  boys  to  accelerate  their  programs 
so  that  they  may  have  enough  points  to  allow  them  to  graduate  before 
they  are  called  into  the  service. 

I  would  suggest  that  boys  take  during  the  summer  some  corre- 
spondence course  which  when  completed,  will  have  earned  them  credits 
to  be  added  to  their  records  at  Patten  Academy. 

As  your  principal  I  feel  that  I  have  this  year  had  an  unusually  fine 
corps  of  teachers.  With  very  lucrative  positions  open  every  where,  we 
are  most  fortunate  to  have  a  strong  staff  of  experienced,  conscientious, 
cooperative,  and  highly  competent  teachers. 
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The  Student  Council  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  war  has  limited 
its  opportunities  for  earning  through  basketball,  etc.,  has  a  balance  of 
$369.68  in  the  bank  and  $168  due  for  mimeographing  town  reports  this 
year. 

Our  school  has  again  been  classified  as  a  Grade  A  school  for  1943-44 
and  has  been  granted  a  four-year  certificate  from  the  New  England 
Association  of  Secondary  Schools,  which  makes  our  students  eligible  to 
enter  most  colleges,  without  any  examination.

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Report  of  Agriculture 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Superintendent,  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee, and  Citizens  of  Patten: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report. 

The  enrollment  in  Agriculture  this  year  is  as  follows:  2  seniors,  1 
junior,  8  sophomores  and  4  freshmen,  making  a  total  of  15.  This  is 
smaller  than  in  the  past,  due  to  many  boys  being  drafted  into  the  service 
or  being  deferred  for  farm  labor.  This  agricultural  enrollment  repre- 
sents about  50%  of  the  boys  enrolled  in  the  Academy. 

The  Agricultural  course  is  a  four  year  program.  One  half  of  the 
time  each  year  is  spent  on  agricultural  subjects  and  the  other  half  as 
shop  work.    It  may  be  roughly  outlined  as  follows:

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The  new  farm  shop  building  has  made  possible  a  complete  shop 
program  as  recommended  by  the  State  Dept.  of  Education.  When  this 
building  is  finally  completed,  I  believe  it  will  be  as  good  as  any  in  the 
state  for  a  school  of  this  size. 

It  has  made  possible  for  the  first  time  a  full  shop  program.  Much 
additional  equipment  at  no  cost  to  the  Academy  has  been  received  as  a 
result  of  such  a  building  being  available.  It  also  is  highly  desirable  that 
we  have  a  building  that  may  be  used  during  the  war  emergency  as  a 
farm  machinery  repair  center.  In  this  respect  it  is  of  value  to  adults  of 
the  town  as  well  as  students  attending  school.

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  required  to  notify 
and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Patten,  in  said  County,  quali- 
fied by  law  to  vote  in  Town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  "  Founders  Memo- 
rial "  Hall,  in  said  Town,  on  Monday,  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  A.  D. 
1944,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  Forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  fol- 
lowing articles,  namely: 

Article  1.    To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  elect  by  secret  ballot  the  following  necessary  Town 
Officers:  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  Poor,  Town  Treasurer, 
Town  Clerk  and  Member  of  School  Board. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  Report  of  the  Selectmen, 
Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  Treasurer,  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Clerk  and  other  Town  Officers.

d.  For  the  support  of  its  Poor,  A.  D.  C.  and  board  and  care  of 

children. 

e.  For  insurance  on  School  Buildings. 

f.  For  Town  Officers  and  Incidental  expenses. 

g.  For  the  protection  of  persons  and  properties. 

h.  For  the  construction  and  repair  of  its  highways,  sidewalks,  and 

bridges.

j.    For  snow  fence  maintenance. 

k.    For  repair  of  its  school  buildings.

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  any 
sum  of  money  for  Civilian  Defense  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
any  sum  of  money  for  the  improvement  and  care  of  the  "Founders 
Memorial  Hall,"  or  act  anything  thereon. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Patten  Memorial 
Library.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  discount  for  early 
payment  of  taxes  (1944),  determine  the  discount  to  be  allowed,  or  act 
anything  thereon. 

Art.  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $50.00  for 
public  health  nursing  in  Patten.  Said  sum  to  be  expended  by  the  State 
Bureau  of  Health  for  local  service. 

Art.  2iy2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  completion  of  the  Honor  Roll  board. 

Art.  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  board  of  three 
Trustees  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Cemetery  or  act  anything 
thereon.
